Canada’s favourite pastime is 
on its way to being an indoor- 
only sport in some areas of the 
coimtiy, a new study warns. 

The study, released Mon¬ 
day by United Kingdom-based 
lOP I^blishing, says outdoor 
ice hockey in Canada is being 
threatened by climate change. 

Lawrence Mysak, co-author 
of the report and a professor 
at McGill University in Mont¬ 
real, said warmer winter tem¬ 
peratures caused by climate 
change are restricting the oper¬ 
ation of ice rinks. 

“We were able to see that in 
general, the rinks were being 
opened later and later over the 
last ... 50 years, and secondly 
that the length of the season 
has also shortened by... one or 
two, sometimes three weeks,” 
said Mysak. 

Mysak fears the gradual 
warming of the earth could 
eventually cause outdoor hock-

ey to perish in several decades. 

Regions that are being hit 
the hardest are the Prairies, 
southeastern British Columbia 
and southern Ontario and Que¬ 
bec.

Ganada’s spy agency considers 
surprise workplace visits to be 
a “legitimate investigative strat¬ 
egy” despite persistent public 
concerns about the practice, a 
newly disclosed pohcy memo 
says.

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Putin wins Russia’s 
presidential election 



Politics. Independent 
observers allege fraud 
in nationwide vote 


Vladimir Putin claimed vic¬ 
tory in Russia’s presidential 
election before tens of thou¬ 
sands of cheering supporters 
Sunday, even as the oppos¬ 
ition and independent ob¬ 
servers insisted the vote had 
been marred by widespread 
fraud. 

At a massive rally just 
outside the Kremlin, Putin 
thanked his supporters for 
helping foil plots aimed at 
destroying Russia, sound¬ 
ing a nationalistic theme 
that has resonated with the 
prime minister’s core sup¬ 
porters amid a wave of un¬ 
precedented protests. 

“I have promised that 
we would win and we have 
won!” he shouted to the 
crowd, which responded 
with shouts of support. He 
said the vote showed the 
majority of Russians have 
rejected “political provo¬ 
cations” by his opponents 


aimed at “destro 3 dng Rus¬ 
sia’s statehood and usurping 
power.” 

Putin tallied 58-59 per 
cent of the vote, according to 
exit polls cited by state tele¬ 
vision. Communist Party can¬ 
didate Gennady Z 3 mganov 
received about 18 per cent, 
according to the surveys, 
and the others — nationalist 
Vladimir Zhirinovsky, social¬ 
ist Sergei Mironov and bil¬ 
lionaire Mikhail Prokhorov 
— were in single digits. 

Official vote results from 
the far eastern regions and 
Siberia where the count was 


already completed seemed to 
confirm the poll data. With 
about 60 per cent of all pre¬ 
cincts counted, Putin was 
leading the field with 65 per 
cent of the vote, the Central 
Election Commission said. 

If thousands of claims 
of violations made by in¬ 
dependent observers and Pu¬ 
tin’s foes are confirmed, they 
would undermine the legit¬ 
imacy of his victory and fuel 
further protests by Russians 
exasperated with corruption, 
rising social inequality and 
tight controls over political 
life.

Social-media site trumps. 
A stumhle-upon success 
tailoring links to users 


StumbleUpon may not have 
the same household-name ca¬ 
chet as Air Canada, Canadian 
Tire, Costco or Sears, but online 
the Canadian-bom social-media 
site trumps them all. 

According to 7\lexa.com, 
StumbleUpon ranks just inside 
the top 100 most-visited web¬ 
sites in Canada and the U.S. — 
ahead of all those huge brands 
and big names, including Face- 
book. 

Not bad for a website that 
got its start in a Calgary dorm 
room about a decade ago, and 
has gradually been built into 
one of the biggest traffic drivers 
on the Internet today. 

Users of StumbleUpon — of 
which there are now more than 
20 million — are fed random 
web links based on the list of 
interests they specify, such as 
beauty, fashion, literature, nu¬ 
trition, pets and photos. Users 
can give a thumbs-up or -down 
to pages they “stumble upon,” 
which helps the website build a 
personalized taste profile. 

“The vision was: how do you 


discover new and interesting 
content with very little effort?” 
said co-founder Garrett Camp, 
33. “Up imtil about a year ago 
we were pretty imder the radar 
... but I tMnk that’s changing.” 

But Camp isn’t content with 
the site’s success thus far and is 
eyeing exponential growth. 

“I feel like we could be 10 
times the size we are now,” he 
said after listing off a number of 
features that he hopes will pro¬ 
pel StumbleUpon to another 
level. 

Currently, StumbleUpon 
only caters to English-speaking 
audiences, but that’s expected 
to change sometime this year 
to help fiiel international ex¬ 
pansion. 

One of the most talked- 
about parts of StumbleUpon’s 
history is how Camp sold the 
company to eBay for $75 mil¬ 
lion US in 2007 but then bought 
it back two years later — re¬ 
portedly for less than what he 
sold it for — when it was clear 
that it wasn’t a good fit.

As automakers prepare to roll 
out new models tMs week at 
the Geneva Auto Show — one 
of the major events in the auto¬ 
motive calendar — they are 
being forced to fight for a slice 
of an ever-shrinking European 
market stricken witii austerity 
and recession. 

Industry executives have 
estimated that Europe’s car 
industry has the production 
capacity to build 20 per cent 
more vehicles than they are 
able to sell. Renault and Ford 
Europe are losing money in 
Europe — even when sales in 
emerging economies such as 
China help keep the compan¬ 


ies in the black. Cars sales in 
Europe this year are forecast to 
decline by nearly 5 per cent to 
12.9 million imits, according to 
the Center for Automotive Re¬ 
search — down from 15.7 mil¬ 
lion in 2000. Gaining a competi¬ 
tive edge with new models and 
updated technologies may be 
part of the cure. But the tough¬ 
er medicine will mean taking 
an axe to European factories. 

“There are too many cars, 
and too many brands making 
similar cars. There is going to 
be lots of consolidation in the 
European market,” said analyst 
Tim Urquhart.

Britten has developed a 
unique coping mechanism 
that has convinced him he 
is living two realities.

She posted a video called 
Family Home Destroyed By 
Avalanche — Children To 
Blame, which reportedly 



showed her two sons blan¬ 
keting her home in a five- 
pound bag of flour while she 
was in the bathroom. 

Although the video was 
supposed to be for friends 
and family, it ended up get¬ 
ting almost four million 
views on YouTube — and 
plenty of negative responses 
from people who claimed it 
was a fake. 

Her family even appeared 
on the Today Show on NBC 
to debate the authenticity of 
the video. 

“I had people pinpointing, 
‘Oh she has flour on her 
pants,’ and freeze framing 
the whole thing,” she said to 
Metro. 



“Honestly, it was almost 
mostly negative feedback,” 
Naopli added. “I had huge 
emotional problems over it. I 
was just doing it for family. I 
definitely have tougher skin 
for it.” 

She still maintains it is 
authentic. 

Dr. Bonnie Faker 
Weil, a New York City psycho¬ 
therapist and author of 
Make Up, Don’t Break Up, 
said that parents may be 
harming their children by 
falsifying a clip, especially if 
that child becomes an online 
celebrity. 

“You can be teaching a 
child that lying and fabricat¬ 
ing is OK,” she said. “They 



can grow up and become 
narcissistic and learn how 
to manipulate. It also makes 
them feel that the only way 
to be loved is to get atten¬ 
tion in these ways,” Weil ex¬ 
plained. 

Bashar Akhtar is another 
parent accused of fabrica¬ 
tion. His son and daughter 
became stars after their 
video — of his son Faris’ 
shocked face after he found 
out that Darth Vader was 
Luke’s father — received 
more than 3 million views. 

“Nasty comments were 
posted,” he said, but main¬ 
tains the video is true, and 
can prove it. “I don’t think 
Faris or Shazia are that good

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IT PROBABLY IS. 
KEEP ONLINE 
FRAUDSTERS OUT 
OF YOUR HOME 
BY BEING AWARE

Who hasn’t received an email from 
someone in a foreign country who says 
they need your help — and your bank 
account number — in order to get a 
huge inheritance out of the country? 

Of course, it’s a scam, warns Staff 
Sgt. Paul Proulx, manager of the Cana¬ 
dian Anti-Fraud Centre in North Bay, 
Ont. 

March is Crime and Fraud 
Prevention Month, and the theme this 
year is online fraud. 

“Computers are in over 80 per cent 
of homes today,” says Proulx. “But 
computers can bring fraudsters into 
your home, too.” 

Online scams come in the form of 
pop-up boxes, legitimate-looking 
advertisements and emails sent directly 
to your inbox. 

According to the Canadian Anti- 
Fraud Centre and the British Columbia 
Crime Prevention Association some of 
the most popular online fraud pitches 
being used today include: 

• Sales of a service or merchandise by a 
third party. 

• “You’ve Won a Big Prize.” 

• Emergency. Often targeted at 
grandparent, someone emails (or calls) 
pretending to be a grandchild 

in need of quick money. 


• Anti-Virus Scam. Someone claiming 
to be from Microsoft, for example, ad¬ 
vises that there is a virus problem on 
your computer and offers to fix it — 
but you will have to provide remote ac¬ 
cess. 

• Free loans ... once you fill out credit 
applications and pay a fee. 

• Gold buying schemes to sell, trade or 
receive (unfair) returns for gold and 
jewelry. 

• Anti-social network. Criminals collect 
information from social networks such 
as Twitter and Facebook. 

• Penny auctions. Deals where you 
must set up an account and purchase 
bids with a credit or debit card. 

The more you are aware of what to 
look for, says Carolyn Sinclair, execu¬ 
tive director of the British Columbia 
Crime Prevention Association, Surrey, 


B.C., the more you will recognize 
scams and exit the page, say “no 
thanks,” or just delete. 

Always be suspicious, says Sinclair. 
If you don’t recognize the sender, don’t

These ads are not likely 
legitimate. In fact, you don’t have 
to hire an immigration representa¬ 
tive to apply for a visa or for Cana¬ 
dian citizenship. Contact cic.gc.ca 
for both advice and for visa 
application forms. 


open the email. If you are going to en¬ 
gage in any transaction, validate it first. 

“If it’s too good to be true, it proba¬ 
bly is.” 

Also, be sure your computer has the 
most recent spam filters, anti-virus and 
anti-spyware software and a secure 
firewall. 

If you do become a victim of fraud, 
report it to the police or if it involves 
money being removed from a bank ac¬ 
count, report it to your bank. 

McMaster University research 
shows that only about five per cent of 
fraud victims actually report the crime. 

Says Proulx: “In 2011, we’re seeing 
that Canadians 60 to 69 years old were 
most victimized, but the highest dollar 
loss occurred in the 50-59-year-old 
group.”

When someone eheats, everyone pays. 

When you buy insuranee for your 
home, ear or business, you put your 
money into a pool with many others to 
help the few who suffer finaneial hard¬ 
ship beeause of tragedy, sueh as fire or 
a ear erash. 

But what happens when eriminals or 
eheaters take more than their share? Or 
even fake the whole event? We are all 
foreed to pay more. It isn’t fair — but 
it’s a reality. 

The Insuranee Bureau of Canada 
(IBC), in partnership with member in¬ 
surers, works to investigate and identi¬ 
fy suspeeted fraudsters. Just this year, 
the leader of a erime ring who staged a 
dozen eollisions and defrauded 
insuranee eompanies of approximately 
$1.5 million pleaded guilty in a Toronto 
eourt. 

A eollaborative effort between IBC, 
insuranee eompanies, poliee and dedi- 
eated proseeutors eonneeted the dots, 
allegedly linking body shops, towing 


eompanies and medieal and rehabilita¬ 
tion elinies operating this seam. 

While organized erime gets the 
press, many other forms of insuranee 
fraud oeeur on a smaller seale, but still 
add up to millions of dollars. Beeause 
insuranee is paying during these 
sehemes, shady medieal faeilities often 


bill for serviees never provided to a 
eollision vietim, or a eontraetor might 
pad a repair estimate for property dam¬ 
age. The person making the elaim may 
not even reeognize that he or she is part 
of a seam. But they are. 

And then there is the smallest — and 
most pervasive — insuranee erime of

all. Your neighbour’s garage gets 
broken into and he starts bemoaning 
the loss of his high-end tools, although 
you eould have sworn the drill you bor¬ 
rowed was the eheapest on the market. 
Lying on an insuranee elaim may not 
seem as bad as staging a eollision or 
over billing, but it’s all insuranee fraud. 
And it eosts everyone money. 

You ean reduee fraud by being vigi¬ 
lant and willing to speak up. If you are 
in a eollision, be aware that everyone 
involved may not be above board. And 
if you suspeet fraud, eall IBC’s tip line 
(it’s anonymous). After all, fraudsters 
are stealing from the same pool that 
eontains your hard-earned eash.

For millions of Can¬ 
adians, drinking 
water comes down 
to this; filtered at 
home; bottles on 
the road. 

But bottled 
water has become a 
significant environmental 
concern. Untold millions of 
empty plastic bottles over¬ 
whelm municipal recycling 
efforts — or simply end up in 
landfill. 

In 2009, the Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities 
called on its member towns 
and cities to ban the sale of 
bottled water on all munici¬ 
pal property. But that hasn’t 
dampened the overwhelming 


success of the bottled-water 
industry. Demand is huge, 
and the volume of discarded 
containers continues to grow. 

To counter this, the big¬ 
gest name in home water 
filtering has produced a re¬ 
usable water bottle — with a 
filter.

Locally made beer in a glass 
bottle is better. 

If your favourite beer is 
made in a land far, far away, 
choose cans. But two other 
options exist: 1) a draft at a 
local pub (maybe at a Green 
Drinks event?) or, 2) a local 
and organic brew. 

According to the federal 
government, the brewing 
industry maintains a good 
environmental record. But 
what does that mean? 

Thanks to provincial 
bottle return deposit 
systems, minimal quanti¬ 
ties of packaging end up in 
municipal landfills. The na¬ 
tional average for recycled 
glass bottles is 97 per cent 
and they’re reused 15 to 20 
times. Aluminum can recov¬ 
ery rates are lower, about 80 
per cent. 

Apparently our Ganadian 


marketplace is character¬ 
ized by high bottle usage 
due to consumer prefer¬ 
ence, environmental 
regulations and industry 
systems to facihtate re-use. 
Some provinces 
even impose a levy or a 
deposit on non-reusable 
containers (i.e., cans) to 
deter their use. 

But cans are lighter, 
right? Yes. And that means 
transportation emissions 
are lower. Most cans contain 
about 40 per cent recycled 
aluminum, which is also 
good news. Recycled alum¬ 
inum requires 95 per cent 
less energy and produces 
95 per cent less greenhouse 


gas emissions than manu¬ 
facturing new aluminum. 

Another point for glass 
is that canned beverages — 
beer, pop, infant formula, 
— leach bisphenol-A (BPA) 
from their protective metal 
linings. BPA is a human- 
made chemical linked to 
breast and prostate cancer, 
and many more health 
concerns. 

Finally, keep your eyes 
peeled for certified organic 
beers. Sustainability runs 
deep with many companies 
that compost, use rain bar¬ 
rels and even power their 
operations with renewable 
energy. Always recycle 
bottles and cans.

DeMar DeRozan had 25 
points and the Toronto Rap¬ 
tors blanketed high-scoring 
Golden State en route to an 
83-75 win over the Warriors 
on Sunday night. 

Leandro Barbosa added 
18 points in a reserve role 
for the Raptors (12-25), who 
limited Golden State to 36.3 
per cent shooting for just 
their fifth win in the last 16 
games. It was the first meet¬ 
ing between the teams since 
the Warriors pulverized To¬ 
ronto, scoring 84 first-half 
points in a 138-100 laugher 
in Galifornia last March. 

Golden State wasn’t 
laughing this time; the run- 
and-gun Warriors (14-20) 
were held to one fast-break 
point and turned the ball 
over 14 times, leading to 18 
Toronto points. 

David Lee had 22 points 
and 12 rebounds to lead the 
Warriors, who fell to 2-3 on 
a six-game road trip that 
wraps up Monday night in 
Washington. 

Golden State broke out 
to a nine-point halftime lead 
but hit just two of its first 12 
shots to open the third quar¬ 
ter, allowing the Raptors to 
climb to within six. 

A Lee jumper ended the 
drought but Toronto con¬ 
tinued to chip away at the 
deficit, a DeRozan la 3 mp 
making it a 56-54 game with 
three minutes left. 

Barbosa’s floating jumper 
in the lane evened the score 
in the final minute, and a 


turnover on the Warriors’ 
next possession led to a 2-on- 
1 that DeRozan finished off 
with an alley-oop dunk of 
a Jerryd Bayless feed as To¬ 
ronto led 60-58 entering the 
fourth. 

A Barbosa three-pointer 
stretched the advantage to 
five early in the final quar¬ 
ter, and he found Amir John¬ 
son with a nifty pass for an 
uncontested dunk near the 
halfway point of the frame 
to give Toronto a 73-66 edge. 
Golden State closed to with¬ 
in four on an Ellis la 3 mp, 
but Barbosa followed with 
a three from the left corner 
and the Raptors held on from 
there. 

Both teams were frigid 
to start, combining to miss 
17 of their first 23 shots in 
the opening half of the first 
quarter.
